My  space  is  too  small  for  what  I  would  like 
to  chat  about.  I  would  like  to  tell  you  about  the 
sale  of  the  great  Newcombe  collection  of  larg’e 
cents,  the  first  section  of  which  covered  487 
specimens  and  broug^ht  $21,500.  The  17  speci¬ 
mens  of  1793  brought  $3,980. 

Then  there  is  the  Grirmell  collection  of  Paper 
Money.  The  first  two  sections  covering  1,114 
lots  sold  for  over  $66,000.  Much  new  history 
was  made  in  Numismatic  sales  the  past  12 
months.  Mr.  Grinnell  and  I  were  brought  up  on 
farms  within  10  miles  of  one  another  and  we 
never  knew  it,  until  a  few  years  ago  when  we 
were  comparing  notes.  I  have  some  choice 
paper  money  in  this  catalogue.  Many  of  the 
notes  are  identical  with  those  sold  for  Mr. 
Grinnell.  The  notes  from  cities  and  towns  are  of  particular  interest,  and  if 
there  is  one  from  your  home  town  you  better  grab  it,  as  they  are  getting  as 
scarce  as  hens  teeth,  in  superb  condition. 

I  made  a  statement  about  ordinary  U.  S.  A.  Gold  in  my  last  auction. 
Since  then  I  have  visited  a  number  of  the  largest  operators  and  on  comparing 
notes,  I  find  within  the  past  60  days  there  has  been  a  sudden  change  for  the 
better.

I 
do  not  intend  to  stock  it  myself  at  all  as  I  like  the  foreign  gold  much  better, 
and  I  feel  I  learn  something  with  every  piece  I  handle. 

I  can  use  about  ten  to  twenty  thousand  dollars  worth  of  choice  Numis¬ 
matic  material  for  my  next  auction.  For  the  last  two  years  my  mid-summer 
sale  in  the  hot  weather  has  been  a  great  success.  With  no  gas,  people  stay  at 
home,  and  just  have  the  time  to  look  thru  an  auction  catalogue.  Write  me 
what  you  have  and  we  will  get  together. 

One  dealer  told  me  last  week  that  he  had  a  market  for  all  the  small  Cali¬ 
fornia  gold  he  could  get  from  the  Jewelry  trade  to  mount  up.  They  offer 
twice  what  it  was  selling  for  three  years  ago.  I  do  not  and  will  not  sell  my 
material  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

One  chap  in  shipping  me  five  thousand  dollars  worth  of  nice  material 
stated  you  are  the  only  dealer  I  would  send  it  to  to  auction.  He  must  have 
been  prejudiced,  as  there  are  no  end  of  fine  people  in  our  country.  I  find  most 
every  one  intends  to  do  what  is  right.  At  one  time  in  my  life  I  dealt  with  an 
average  of  forty  thousand  people  a  year,  none  of  whom  I  ever  met,  and  all 
by  mail,  and  I  found  about  99%  of  our  population  were  strictly  honest.  It  is 
only  the  crooks  that  get  into  the  headlines. 

The  new  Standard  Catalogue  for  1946  will  be  out  as.  usual  in  the  Fall  and 
you  will  again  see  many  advances  in  prices.  In  my  last  sale  there  was  a  lot 
#100  a  quarter  of  1913s  Unc.  It  lists  as  I  had  it  printed  at  $35.  I  had  bids  all 
the  way  from  $30  to  $60.  In  a  strictly  mail  sale  the  competition  is  a  good  in¬ 
dication  of  the  market,  whereas  if  I  had  had  a  public  sale  and  two  chaps  had 
bid  it  up  to  $60  or  even  a  hundred  dollars,  it  would  not  be  a  true  indication 
of  the  market.  So,  as  you  look  over  price  lists  of  sales  always  keep  this  fact 
in  mind.  I  saw  two  chaps  in  a  sale  recently,  run  a  number  of  coins  up  to 
three  times  their  true  worth  and  the  collector  a  thousand  miles  away  jumps 
to  the  wrong  conclusion  when  he  reads  the  price  list.
